"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The legislature finds that there is a
| arge, unnmet need for affordable housing in the state of Wshi ngton
The legislature declares that a decent, appropriate, and affordable
home in a healthy, safe environnent for every household should be a
state goal. Furthernore, this goal includes increasing the percentage
of households who are able to obtain and retain housing wthout
gover nment subsidies or other public support.

(2) The legislature finds that there are many root causes of the
af f ordabl e housi ng shortage and declares that it is critical that such
causes be analyzed, effective solutions be devel oped, inplenented,
nmoni t ored, and eval uated, and that these causal factors be elim nated.
The legislature also finds that there is a taxpayer and societal cost
associated with a lack of good famly-wage jobs that pay self-
sufficiency standard wages and a shortage of affordable housing, and
that the state nust identify and quantify that cost.

(3) The legislature finds that the support and comm tnent of all
sectors of the statewide community is critical to acconplishing the

state's affordable housing for all goal. The legislature finds that
the provision of housing and housing-related services should be
adm nistered at the |ocal |evel. However, the state should play a

primary role in: Providing financial resources to achieve the goal at
all levels of governnent; researching, evaluating, benchmarking, and
i npl enenting best practices; continually wupdating and evaluating
statew de housing data; developing a state plan that integrates the
strategies, goals, objectives, and performance neasures of all other
state housing plans and prograns; coordinating and supporting county
governnment plans and activities; and directing quality managenent
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practices by nonitoring both state and county governnent performance
towards achieving interimand ultinmte goals.

(4) The legislature declares that the systenatic and conprehensive
performance neasurenent and eval uati on of progress toward interimgoals
and the imediate state affordable housing goal of a decent,
appropriate, and affordable honme in a healthy, safe environnment for
every household in the state by 2020 is a necessary conponent of the
statewi de effort to end the affordable housing crisis.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This chapter may be known and cited as the
Washi ngton affordabl e housing for all act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. There is created within the departnent the
state affordable housing for all program which shall be funded by the
af fordable housing for all program surcharge provided for in RCW
36.22.178 (as recodified by this act) and all other sources directed to
the affordabl e housing for all program The goal of the programis a
decent, appropriate, and affordable hone in a healthy, safe environnent
for every very |owinconme household in the state by 2020. A priority
must be placed upon achieving this goal for extrenely |owincone
househol ds. This goal includes increasing the percentage of househol ds
who access housing that is affordable for their incone or wage |eve
W t hout governnent assistance by increasing the nunber of previously
very | owincome househol ds who achieve self-sufficiency and econom c
i ndependence. The goal also includes inplenenting strategies to keep

the rising cost of housing below the relative rise in wages. The
departnment shall devel op and adm ni ster the affordable housing for al
program In the devel opnment and inplenentation of the program the

departnent shall consider: The funding |evel, nunber of county staff
available to inplenent the program and conpetency of each county to
meet the goals of the program and establish program guidelines,
performance neasures, and reporting requirenents appropriate to the
exi sting capacity of the participating counties.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. Unless the <context «clearly requires
otherw se, the definitions in this section apply throughout this
chapter.
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(1) "Affordable housing” nmeans residential housing, with nonthly
rental housing costs, including utilities other than tel ephone, which
do not exceed thirty percent of the household s nonthly incone, that
has a sales price within the neans of a househol d that may occupy | ow,
very low, and extrenely | owincone housing. The departnent shall adopt
policies for residential honmeownership housing, occupied by extrenely
|l ow, very low, and |owincone househol ds, that specify the percentage
of household incone that nmay be spent on nonthly housing costs,
including utilities other than telephone, to qualify as affordable
housi ng.

(2) "Departnent"” mneans the departnent of community, trade, and
econom ¢ devel opnent .

(3) "Director"” neans the director of the departnent of community,
trade, and econom c devel opnent.

(4) "First-time hone buyer” mnmeans an individual or his or her
spouse who have not owned a hone during the three-year period prior to
purchase of a hone.

(5) "Nonprofit organization" nmeans any public or private nonprofit
organi zation that: (a) Is organized under federal, state, or |oca
| aws; (b) has no part of its net earnings inuring to the benefit of any
menber, founder, contributor, or individual; and (c) has anobng its
purposes, significant activities related to the provision of decent
housing that is affordable to extrenely |owincone, very |owincone,
| ow-i ncone, or noder at e-i ncone  househol ds and  speci al needs
popul ati ons.

(6) "Reqgulatory barriers to affordable housing” and "regulatory
barriers”" nmean any public policies, including those enbodied in
statutes, ordinances, regulations, or admnistrative procedures or
processes, required to be identified by the state, cities, towns, or
counties in connection with strategi es under section 105(b)(4) of the
Cranst on- Gonzal ez national affordable housing act (42 U S.C. Sec. 12701
et seq.).

(7) "Affordable housing for all account” neans the account in the
custody of the state treasurer receiving the state's portion of incone
fromthe revenue of sources established by RCW 36.22. 178 (as recodified
by this act) and all other sources directed to the affordable housing
for all program
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(8) "Performance neasurenent” neans the process of conparing
specific measures of success with ultimate and interim goals.

(9) "Performance eval uation" neans the process of evaluating the
per formance by established objective, neasurable criteria according to
the achievenent of outlined goals, neasures, targets, standards, or
other outconmes wusing a ranked scorecard from highest to | owest
performance which enploys a scale of one to one hundred, one hundred
being the optimal score.

(10) "Affordable housing for all progrant nmeans the program
authorized wunder this chapter, utilizing the funding from the
affordable housing for all program surcharge in RCW 36.22.178 (as
recodified by this act), and all other sources directed to the
af f ordabl e housing for all program as adm nistered by the departnent
at the state level and by each county at the |ocal |evel.

(11) "State affordable housing for all plan" or "state plan" neans
the plan developed by the departnent in collaboration with the
af f ordabl e housi ng advi sory board with the goal of ensuring that every
very | owinconme household in Washi ngton has a decent, appropriate, and
af fordabl e honme in a healthy, safe environnment by 2020.

(12) "Lowinconme household,” for the purposes of the affordable
housing for all program neans a single person, famly, or unrelated
persons living together whose adjusted inconme is l|less than eighty
percent of the nedi an househol d i ncone, adjusted for household size for
the county where the project is |ocated.

(13) "Very |l owincone househol d" nmeans a single person, famly, or
unrel ated persons living together whose adjusted incone is less than
fifty percent of the nmedian famly incone, adjusted for household size
for the county where the project is |ocated.

(14) "Extrenely I|owinconme household" neans a single person,
famly, or unrelated persons |iving together whose adjusted incone is
less than thirty percent of the nedian famly inconme, adjusted for
househol d size for the county where the project is |ocated.

(15) "County" nmeans a county governnment in the state of Washi ngton
or, except under RCW 36.22.178 (as recodified by this act), a city
government or collaborative of city governments within that county if
t he county governnment declines to participate in the affordabl e housing
program
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(16) "Local governnment" means a county or city governnment in the
state of Washington or, except under RCW 36.22.178 (as recodified by
this act), a city governnment or collaborative of city governnments
within that county if the county governnment declines to participate in
t he af f ordabl e housi ng program

(17) "Authority" or "housing authority" neans any of the public
corporations created by RCW 35. 82. 030.

(18) "Good fam |y-wage job" neans a job that pays at or above one
of the two self-sufficiency incone standards established under section
21 of this act which for an individual neans enough i ncone to support
one adult individual, and for a fam |y means enough incone to support
two adult individuals, one preschool-aged child, and one school -aged
chi |l d.

Sec. 5. RCW 43.185B.040 and 1993 c 478 s 12 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The departnent shall, in consultation with the affordable
housi ng advi sory board created in RCW 43. 185B. 020, prepare and, from
timne to tinme, anend a ((Hve-year)) state affordable housing
((agvsery)) for all plan. The state plan nust incorporate strateqies,
obj ectives, goals, and performance neasures, including those required
for the state honeless housing strategic plan required under RCW
43.185C. 040. The state affordable housing for all plan may be conbi ned
with the state honeless housing strategic plan required under RCW
43.185C.

| ow-i ncone househol ds and speci al needs popul ations, including a report
on the nunber and percentage of additional affordable rental housing
units that are needed statewi de and in each county to house | ow i ncone,
very lowincone, and extrenely |owincone househol ds;

(c) An inventory of the supply and geographic distribution of
affordabl e housing rental wunits nmade available through public and
private sector prograns;

(d) A summary of the activities of all state housing prograns, as
well as all housing prograns operated by or coordinated by city and
county governnents, including local housing-related levy initiatives,
housi ng-related tax exenption progranms, and federally funded prograns
operated or coordinated by the state or |ocal governnents;

(e) A status report on the degree of progress nmade by the public
and private sector toward neeting the housing needs of the state,
i ncludi ng each county or city required by the United States depart nent
of housing and urban devel opnent to produce a consolidated plan, and
any other city or county where information is readily avail abl e;

((ey)) (f) An identification of state and |ocal regulatory
barriers to affordable housing and proposed regulatory and
adm nistrative techniques designed to renove barriers to the
devel opnent and pl acenent of affordabl e housing; ((and

)) (g) An analysis, statewide and within each county and maj or
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city, of the primary contributors to the cost of housing and an outline
of potential strategies to keep the increasing cost of housing bel ow
the relative rise in wages;

(h) Specific recommendations, policies, or proposals for neeting
t he af fordabl e housi ng needs of the state;

(i) A report on the growh in the population of |owincone, very
| owincone, and extrenely | owincone households statew de and for each
county:;

(J) A determnation of the cost to the state of the affordable
housi ng short age;

(k) Areport of any differences in the rates of inflation between
nedi an house prices, nedian rent for a two-bedroom apartnent, and
nedian famly incone for lowincone, very lowincone, and extrenely
| owi nconme househol ds; and

(1) A summary of the recommendations of the affordable housing
advi sory board report as required in RCW43. 185B. 030.

((2=r)) (4) The ((Hve—year)) state affordable housing
((agwvsoery)) for all plan required under ((subseetten—(3)—of)) this
section nust be submtted to the appropriate conmttees of the
| egislature on or before ((February—3—31994)) Decenber 31, 2010, and
subsequent updated plans nust be submtted by Decenber 31st every five
years thereafter

(5) Based on changes to the general population and in the housing

mar ket, the departnment nmay revise the performance neasures and goal s of
the state affordable housing for all plan and set qoals for vyears
foll owi ng Decenber 31, 2020.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. (1) The departnent, in consultation with a
task force established by the departnent consisting of representatives
from the affordable housing advisory board, the chairs of the
appropriate commttees of the |legislature, representatives appointed by
the director froma mninmm of five counties representing urban and
rural areas as well as communities east and west of the Cascade
mount ai ns, representatives from private for-profit housing devel opers
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t hat have experience with | owincone housing, and representatives from
statewi de housing advocacy organizations, shall <create affordable
housing for all program performance neasures, goals, and outcones
addressing, at a mninmum the success of the state and each
participating county in the foll ow ng areas:

(a) An overall measurenent of the affordable housing needs net for
extrenely low, very low, and | owinconme households within each twelve-
nmont h peri od;

(b) A nmeasure of the change in the cost of housing relative to the
change i n wages;

(c) A neasure of the increase in affordable rental housing;

(d) A neasure of the increase in affordabl e homeownership housi ng;

(e) A measure of community support for the state and county pl ans;
and

(f) A neasure of county governnent financial support for the
programw thin current funding resources.

Measurenent reporting nust be subdivided by county or city where
information is readily avail able through a consolidated plan or other
housi ng plan, and yearly targets for these results nust be included.
Performance mneasures nust be included in the departnent's state
af fordabl e housing for all plan and nust be provided to the joint
| egislative audit and review conm ttee.

(2) Performance neasures and yearly targets nust be established by
January 15, 2008, and nust be reviewed annually by the departnment after
soliciting feedback from all counties or cities required to provide
recommendations to the |egislature under section 12 of this act.

(3) The task force described in subsection (1) of this section
shal |l al so determ ne additional specific information to be included in
the state affordable housing for all plans, including data upon which
the state nust report.

(4) The task force described in subsection (1) of this section nust
present |egislative recommendations to the appropriate commttees of
the legislature regarding policies that nmay advance the state's
af f ordabl e housing for all goal.

Sec. 7. RCW36.22.178 and 2005 ¢ 484 s 18 are each anended to read
as foll ows:
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The surcharge provided for in this section shall be naned the
af f ordabl e housing for all program surcharge.

(1) Except as provided in subsection ((£2r)) (3) of this section,
a surcharge of ten dollars per instrunment shall be charged by the
county auditor for each docunent recorded, which will be in addition to
any other charge authorized by law. The county may retain up to five
percent of these funds collected solely for the collection,

adm nistration, and local distribution of these funds. O  the
remai ning funds, forty percent of the revenue generated through this
surcharge will be transmtted nonthly to the state treasurer who wl|l

deposit the funds into the ((Washihrgten—houstng—trust—aceount))

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(4) Al counties shall report at |least annually upon receipts and
expenditures of the affordable housing for all program surcharge funds
created in this section to the departnent. The departnent may require
nore frequent reports. The report nust include the amount of funding
generated by the surcharge, the total anount of funding distributed to
date, the ampunt of funding allocated to each eligible housing
activity, a description of each eligible housing activity funded,
including information on the incone or wage level and nunbers of
extrenely low, very low, and | owincone households the eliqgible housing
activity is intended to serve, and the outcone or anticipated outcone
of each eliqgible housing activity.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. The affordable housing for all account is
created in the custody of the state treasurer. The state's portion of
the surcharges established in RCW36.22.178 (as recodified by this act)
shall be deposited in the account, as well as all other sources
directed to the affordable housing for all program Expenditures from
the account may only be used for the affordable housing for all program
under this chapter. Only the director or the director's designee may
aut hori ze expenditures from the account. The account is subject to
al | ot ment procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW but an appropriation is
not required for expenditures.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. This chapter does not require either the
departnment or any |ocal governnent to expend any funds to acconplish
the goals of this chapter other than the revenues authorized in this
act and ot her revenue that nay be appropriated by the |egislature for
t hese purposes. However, neither the departnment nor any | ocal
governnment may use any funds authorized in this act to supplant or
reduce any existing expenditures of public noney to address the
af f or dabl e housi ng short age.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. (1) The joint legislative audit and revi ew
commttee shall conduct an evaluation and conparison of the
cost-efficiency of rental housing voucher prograns funded wthin the
|ast five years with state or |ocal noneys versus other |owincone
housi ng projects funded within the last five years with state or |ocal
noneys that are intended to assist |owincone households to obtain and
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retain affordable housing. The study nust consider factors including
adm ni strative costs, capital costs, and other operating costs invol ved
in the inplenentation and managenent of rental housing voucher
prograns. The study nust include a detailed summary of the specific
nunmber of |owincone households served and conpare the nunber of
househol ds that have been served, given a set anmount of available
funds, through rental housing voucher prograns funded with state or
| ocal noneys with other housing projects funded with state or |ocal
nmoneys, including new construction and rehabilitation of housing units.
The study nust al so include a detail ed accounting of the funds provided
to rental housing voucher prograns and | ow i ncome housing projects and
include a summary of the specific nunber of new housing units
constructed and rehabilitated and a sunmary detailing how the funds
allocated to rental housing voucher prograns and | owinconme housing
projects have been used to increase the supply and availability of
af f ordabl e housing. The departnment of community, trade, and econom c
devel opnment, the Washington state housing finance comm ssion, housing
authorities, comunity action agencies, and |ocal governnents shal
provide the joint legislative audit and review commttee wth
i nformati on necessary for the eval uation study.

(2) The joint legislative audit and review commttee shall solicit
input regarding the study from interested parties, i ncl udi ng
representatives from the affordable housing advisory board, the
departnment of comunity, trade, and economc developnent, the
Washi ngton state housing finance conm ssion, representatives from the
private rental housing industry, housing authorities, community action
agencies, county and city governnents, and nonprofit and for-profit
housi ng devel opers.

(3) The joint legislative audit and review commttee shall present
the results of this study to the appropriate commttees of the
| egi sl ature by Decenber 31, 2008.

(4) This section expires Decenber 31, 2008.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11. (1) The joint legislative audit and revi ew
commttee shall conduct a performance audit of the state affordable
housing for all program every five years. The audit nust include an
analysis of the departnment's expenditures of funds from sources
establ i shed by RCW 36.22. 178 (as recodified by this act) and all other
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sources directed to the affordable housing for all program The first
audit nust be conducted by Decenber 31, 2010. Each audit nust take no
| onger than six nmonths or no nore than fifty thousand dollars to
conpl et e.

(2) The joint legislative audit and review comittee shal
inventory all state departnment and agency housing-rel ated services and
prograns provided to extrenely low, very low, and |owinconme persons
needi ng housi ng assistance and shall conduct a performance audit of
each state departnment and agency's housing progranms by Decenber 31
2010.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. (1) The departnent, the Washington state
housi ng finance comm ssion, the affordable housing advisory board, and
all county governnents, housing authorities, and other nonprofit
organi zations receiving state funds, county affordable housing for al
surcharge funds, county honel ess housi ng surcharge funds as authorized
in RCW 36.22.179 (as recodified by this act), or financing through the
housi ng finance comm ssion shall, by Decenber 31, 2007, and annually
thereafter, review current housing reporting requirenents related to
housing prograns and services and give recomendations to the
| egislature to streamine and sinplify all planning and reporting
requirenents. The entities listed in this section shall also give
recomendations for additional |egislative actions that could pronote
t he affordabl e housing for all goal.

(2) The departnent shall collaborate with the Wshington state
housing finance commssion and representatives from statew de
organi zations representing counties, <cities, housing authorities,
nonprofit groups involved in affordabl e housing, and other interested
parties, to create a strategy to streamine and, when possible,
consolidate state, city, town, and county reporting requirenents to
address the inefficiencies associated wth nultiple reporting
requi renents. The departnent shall present the strategy to the
appropriate conmttees of the |egislature by Decenber 31, 2007.

Sec. 13. RCW 43.63A. 650 and 1999 c 267 s 3 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The departnent shall be the principal state departnent
responsi bl e for coordinating federal and state resources and activities
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in housing, except for prograns adm nistered by the Washington state
housi ng fi nance comm ssi on under chapter 43.180 RCW and for evaluating
the operations and acconplishnments of other state departnents and
agencies as they affect housing, except for progranms adm nistered by
the WAshington state housing finance conm ssion under chapter 43.180
RCW

(2) The departnent shall work with ((leeal—governrents)) cities,
towns, counties, tribal organizations, |ocal housing authorities,
nonprofit community or nei ghborhood-based organi zations, and regional
or statewide nonprofit housing assistance organizations, for the
purpose of coordinating federal and state resources wth |ocal
resources for housing.

(3) The departnent shall be the principal state departnent
responsible for providing shelter and housing services to honel ess
famlies wth children. The departnent shall have the principal

responsibility to coordinate, plan, and oversee the state's activities
for devel oping a coordi nated and conprehensive plan to serve honel ess
famlies with children. The plan shall be devel oped col |l aboratively
with the department of social and health services. The depart nment
shall include comunity organizations involved in the delivery of
services to honeless famlies with children, and experts in the
devel opnent and ongoi ng eval uation of the plan. The departnent shall
follow professionally recognized standards and procedures. The plan
shal |l be inplenented within amounts appropriated by the |egislature for
that specific purpose in the operating and capital budgets. The
departnent shall submt the plan to the appropriate commttees of the
senate and house of representatives no later than Septenber 1, 1999,
and shall update the plan and submt it to the appropriate conmttees
of the legislature by January 1st of every odd-nunbered year through
2007. The plan shall address at least the following: (a) The need for
prevention assistance; (b) the need for energency shelter; (c) the need
for transitional assistance to aid famlies into pernmanent housing; (d)
the need for linking services with shelter or housing; and (e) the need
for ongoing nonitoring of the efficiency and effectiveness of the
pl an's design and i npl enmentati on.

Despite laudable efforts by all Ilevels of governnent, private
i ndi vidual s, nonprofit organizations, and charitable foundations to end
homel essness, the nunber of honeless persons in Wshington is
unaccept ably high. The state's honeless population, furthernore,
i ncludes a large nunber of famlies with children, youth, and enpl oyed
persons. The legislature finds that the fiscal and societal costs of
honel essness are high for both the public and private sectors, and that
endi ng honel essness ((sheuld)) nust be a goal for state and |oca
gover nnent .

The legislature finds that there are many causes of honel essness,
i ncluding a shortage of affordable housing;, a shortage of good fam|ly-
wage jobs which wundermnes housing affordability; a lack of an
accessible and affordable health care system available to all who
suffer from physical and nental illnesses and chem cal and al cohol
dependency; donestic violence; ((and)) a lack of education and job
skills necessary to acquire adequate wage jobs in the econony of the
twenty-first century; inadequate availability of services for citizens

with nental illness and developnental disabilities living in the
community; and the difficulties faced by fornerly institutionalized
persons in reinteqgrating to society and finding stable enmpl oynent and

housi ng.

The support and commtnent of all sectors of the statew de
community is critical to the chances of success in ending honel essness
i n Washi ngt on. While the provision of housing and housing-rel ated

services to the honel ess should be adm nistered at the local level to
best address specific community needs, the |egislature also recognizes
the need for the state to play a primary coordinating, supporting,

((and)) nonitoring, and evaluating role. There must be a clear
assi gnnment of responsibilities and a clear statenent of achievable and
quantifiable goals. Systematic statewide data collection on

((herelessness)) honel ess individuals in Washi ngton nust be a critical
conponent of such a program enabling the state to work with |oca
governments not only to count all honeless people in the state, but to

record and manage informati on about honel ess persons ((and)) in order
to assist themin finding housing and other supportive services that
can help them when possible, achieve the highest degree of self-
sufficiency and econom c i ndependence that is appropriate given their
specific abilities and situations.
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The systematic collection and rigorous eval uati on of honel ess dat a,
a nationw de search for and inplenentation through adequate resource
all ocation of best practices, and the systematic neasurenent of
progress toward interim goals and the wultimate goal of ending
honel essness are all necessary conponents of a statewide effort to end
honel essness in Washington by July 1, 2015.

(i1) The cost of ending honel essness in conparison with avail able
and comm tted resources;

(iii) The self-sufficiency of persons in WAshi ngton;

(iv) The achievenent of an appropriate level of self-sufficiency
for honel ess individuals;

(v) The quality and conpl eteness of the Washi ngton honel ess client
managenent information system dat abase;

(vi) The quality of the performance managenent systens of state
agencies, local governnents, and |ocal governnent subcontractors
executing progranms, as authorized by RCW 43.185C 080(1), that
contribute to the overall goal of ending honel essness; and

(vii) The quality of l|ocal honel ess housing plans.

Perfornmance neasurenents are reported upon by city and county
geogr aphy, including denographics with yearly or nore frequent targets.

(3) Interim goals against which state and |ocal governnents'
performance nmay be neasured nust al so be described and reported upon in
the state honel ess housing strategic plan, including:
